LONDON, January 12. 

The preparations making by the Turks for 
another campaign are great beyond example. 
They will go near to ruin the Turkifh em- 
pire, as well as the [mperial Courts, who 
mufl employ an army to refift them, Three 
hundred and ten thoufand men are in the 
prefent pay of the Grand Signior. 

The Turkifh fleet on the Black Sea, is re- 
turned into port, very much damaged by 
tempeftuous weather, and with the lofs of 
two thoufand failors; a lo{swhich the ‘Turks 
find very difficult to repair, ‘ 

The levy of troops contnues, and a pro- 
clamation will fhortly be iflted for all fubjeéts 
of ‘the Porte to repair to the army, to take 
up arms, from the age of 18 to 60 years.
